FAST YOUNC MEN. 


Defaulting Clerks Who Ran Away 
With Considerable Money. 


They Hire a Tug for a Night Voyage and 
Become Sea Sick on the Journey—A Quarrel 
Among the Runaways. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
BALTIMORE, April 27.—Two young men 
answering the description of Halliday and 
Sinclair, the clerks who disappeared from 
New York on Saturday with money belong- 
ing to their employers, Lang, Robinson & 
Co., arrived in this city early on Sunday 
morning by the train which left New York 
at midnight. They put up at the Mount 
Vernon Hotel, where they registered under 
the names of James and Pomeroy. 
They told the clerk that they had 
come from New York and were going 
to Old Point Comfort to attend 
a ball at the Hygeia Hotel on Monday even- 
ing, and the clerk 


EXPLAINED TO THEM 
the railroad route. No steamer leaves on 


Sunday evening. After dinner they settled 
their bill and engaged a carriage, 4 which 
they puta basket of champagne and some 
hampers of provisions. Their baggage con- 
sisted of two satchels and a hat-box. They 
drove to the water front and went along the 
wharves am - for a tug to take them 
down the bay. It was raining 
hard and blowing a strong northeast gale. 
They,were told that the trip would be very 
unpleasant, but they said they didn’t care 
how bad it might be. They secured the tug 
q McDougall, paying $100 for the trip to 
Old Point Comfort, and agreeing to pay $80 
a day for solongas they might keep her 
afterward.

‘The champagne basket was open- 
ed and the young men prepared fora ‘jolly 
voyage. They were hospitable to Capt. 
Griggs and volunteered information about 
themselves. James said he was a cousin of 
Ed. Stokes, ana Pomeroy said he was a 
nephew of W. H. Vanderbilt. James every

and they remarked that they had $6,000 be- 
tween them and intended to spend it ali be- 
fore they went home. Capt. Griggs describes 
James as a stout young fellow, rather short 
with a full face and black mustache and 
hair.

A Letter Explaining His Position to the 
Electoral Commission,

The value of his opinion as a 
lawyer, the vigor of his common sense, the 
force of his personality, all went to waste 
because they were not available when most 
needed. He could have done patriot’s ser- 
vice in February, 1877. By waiting two 
years he only enabled himself to sign a tardy 
and futile protest against the fraud that 
was then an accomplished and established 
fact.”

ALONG THE RAILROADS. 


Wheat Prospects in Ohlo, Indiana and 
lllinois—Lumber and Real Estate in 
Arkansas and Texas. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
St. Louis, April 26.—The writer has just 
completed a trip from the Rio Grande, at La- 
redo, to Lake Erie, at Toledo, over the 
Gould lines, stopping at nearly allof the 
towns along the way, besides traveling over 
many other lines along the route, and can 
say that the evidences of improvement and 
prosperity all along this great route from 
Mexico to Canada are almost beyond the be- 
lief of those who sit still at home and cannot 
see it. Three weexs ago after a rundown 
over the Toledo, Cincinnati and St. Louis 
Narrow Gauge from Toledo, O., to Charles- 


ton, Ill, and carefully noting the 
condition of the wheat, the writer 
was forced to the conclusion that the 


prospects were very bad along that line, but 
on returning over the same route later, and 
since the spring rains, the outlook has very 
greatly improved. 

Coming from Toledo to St. Eouis down 
the Wabash road,the wheat looks better and 
better as you come further south, asit has 
had more time to improve since the opening 
of spring, and as you cross the State of Lili- 
nois itis green, strong and even on the 
ground, with prospect of a full harvest. 

In Arkansas the lumber interest is becom- 
| ing of more and more importance every year, 
and will continue to increase. They ship to 
St. Louis, Omaha, Western Texas, New 
Mexico and all parts of the country, and 
there is prime timber enough within five 
miles of the Iron Mountain road to keep the 
Wabash busy for years hauling out 


Jumber to the prairies along 
its line. The consolidation of these lines 
means through bills of lading and ciose com- 
mercial connections from theone side of 
this great country to the other. It means 
the cattle, the cotton and lumberof Texas 
and Arkansas carried directly tomarket. It 
means the furniture, clothing, agricultural 
implements and machinery carried from the 
factories of your own great city and else- 
where to the Staked Plains, to New Mexico 
and Old Mexico. Every stock ranche and cot- 
ton plantation that is opened on those far 
Western plains pays tribute to St. Louis for 
the necessaries of life. ‘The wild lands of 
Arkansas and Texas are being rapidly taken 
up. C. B. Farwell and others took 3,000,000 
acres from the State of ‘Texas for 
$1,500,000 and sold it for $10,000,000. 
Others are a - the same ona smaller scale. 
The St. Louis, lron Mountain and Southern 
Railway, whose general land office is at Lit- 
tle Rock, Ark., sold more land to actual set- 
tiers last year than in any year before. 

The Legislature of Arkansas refused to 
put down railroad rates in that State, which 
means that she will encourage railroad 
building in her borders to the increase 
of every acre of land in the 
State. Let others theorize as they may, the 
writer has seen that since the investment of 
their miilions by Gould and others in their 
great railway system centering in St. Louis 
and reaching to Canada, to Omaha, and to 
Mexico, every material interest of these 
great regions has been improved.

A Confederate Cemetery—U. 8S. Circuit 
Court--Arrivals and Personals. 
Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON City, April 26.—Col. 
Robert McCulloch returned to-day from 
Springfield, Mo., where a recent meeting was 
held by a committee from the State Confed- 
erate Association, consisting of himself,Gen. 
John Marmaduke, D. M. Frost, of St. Louis, 
Capt. Jones, of Springfield, and A. A. Leuss- 
ner, of Lexington. The object of this meet- 
ing was to take steps towards establishing a 
State Confederate cemetery at that city,

“What will this demand be?” your cor- 
respondent asked of a party here who is pre- 
paring to take charge of the matter before 
Congress. 
“The plans are not yet definitely lald,” 
was the reply, “and of course could not be 
all given the publicif they were. Collins’ 
friends however, are not at all satisfied with 
the way they they were treated in the in- 
vestigation and they are determined to ask a 
thorough overhauling of the matter. Then 
the widows of the men who lost their lives 
there, have no recognition. They ought to be 
cared for by Government. I believe everybody 
admits that. Then there are many points of 
peculiar bearing that were not allowed to 
come out on the other examination. I know 
that to be the fact, for I attended it daily and 
heard every scrap of the testimony. For in- 
stance, the fact that one strong, able and 
willing man was forced to walk behind the 
ship’s company all the way down, under ar- 
rest, and not permitted to take any part in 
work, when he might have been of material 
aid. Then there was a mysterious delay at 
Herald Island not satisfactorily accounted 
for.

WATER GLASSES TOO LARGE, BEER GLASS- 

ES TOO SMALL. 

Consul Wilson, of Brussels, in a report re- 
cently made to tne State Department, makes 
some rather curious statements regarding 
the reason that American drinking glasses 
do not ‘‘go” in the marketsthere. He says: 
‘There is in the manufacture of most of our 
beer giasses and water goblets for this and 
other continental markets, an error made 
which will continue to prevent their sale un- 
less corrected. The people of Europe gener- 
ally are not great water drinkers, and 
find our water goblets altogether too large 
but on the other hand they are great beer 
drinkers and complain that our beer glasses 
are much too small; and | am assured by 
parties who have unsuccessfully attempted 
to introduce these articles into general use 
here that but for these defects they would 
doubtless have succeeded. 

AMERICAN GLASSWARE ABROAD. 
The State Department has devoted consid- 
erable effort to an inquiry as to the possibili- 
ty of American glassware finding a market 


abroad. But very little encourage- 
ment is offered. So large a_ pro- 
ortion of the cost of glass is 


abor, and labor is so cheap abroad that 
it seems almost impossible that American 
manufacture in this line can make an 
headway in foreign markets. Consul Wil- 
son, of Brusseis, writes that a dealer in 
American glassware there is offered articles 
duplicates of the American goods he is sell- 
ing at 50 per cent less than he paid for the 
products of our manufactories. Consul 
Valker writes from Paris that the French 
manufacturers are ready to fight American 
goods, not alone as a matter of self-preserva- 
tion, but because the Americans have cap- 
tured their valuable styles and patterns and 
system of fancy pieces and _ have 
entirely broken UR. their trade’ in 
this country. Consul Vogeler, of Frankfort, 
says cautiously, thatif the American manu- 
facturer can compete as tothe price and 
tastefulness of his goods he will not fail to 
do business by reason of any prejudice 
against American manufacture. Consul 
Mdson, of Dresden, says the German manu- 
facturers regard us with jealousy and ha- 
tred, and are, to a man, in favor of free 
trade in the United States, ascribing all their 
nilments to America. He givesacopy of a 
letter sent here by a manufacturer there in 
response to @ request for information, in 
which the manufacturer says: ‘“l regret to 
be unwilling to furnish the desired informa- 
tion, and return the questions unanswered, 
because they are intended to benetit a coun- 
try which prohibits, by an onerous tariff, 
the goods of the rest of the world, and also 
because the information would operate to 
the detriment of the trade of my own coun- 
try.’ ,

The following is the report of the Commit- 
tee on Resolutions: 

The Irish-American people, assembled in 
convention at Philade!phia,submit to the in- 
teiligence and right reason of their fellow- 
men that the duty of government is to 
preserve the lives of the governed, to de- 
fend their liberty, to | gt their property, 
to maintain peace and order, to allow each 
portion of the people an equitable and 
efficient voice in the legislature, 
and to promote the general welfare by 
wise, jusi and humane laws, We solemnly 
declare and cite unquestioned history and 
universsal knowledge of living men in testi- 
mony thereof: First, thatthe English Govy- 
ernment has existed in Ireland not to pre- 
serve the lives of the governed, but to de- 
atroy them; entire communities it wantonly 
massacred by the sword; to asylumns of ter- 
rified women it has deliberately applied the 
blazing torch ; into helpless towns it has dis- 
charged deadly bombs and shells; 
through consecated crypts, where age and 
infancy sought shelter, it has sent its bloody 
butchers; sacred persons of venerable 
priests it has stretched upon the rack or sus- 

nded from the gibbet; — babes have 
n impaled on the points of its bayunets, 
because, in their own words, its emissaries 
liked that government; its goid has been 
folded inthe hand of the assassin, and has 
rewarded the infamy of the perjured traitor. 
Its treacherous falsehood has lured patriots 
to unsuspected death. Asif the sword, can- 
non, torch, scaffold, dagger and explosives 
were bot enough, it sailors the unique in- 
famy of being the only government known 
Wwancient or modern times which has em- 
ployed famine for the destruction of those 
from whom it claimed allegiance. Forcibly 
robbing the Irish people of the fruits their 
own toil produced by their own 
labor, it has buried not a 
hundred, not a thousand, but more than 
amillion of the Irish race unshrouded, un- 
coftined, in the grave of hunger.

There is no species of destructive attack, 
however insidious or violent, ancient or 
modern, rude or scientific, whether directed 
against life or matter, in any portion of the 
iobe, for which its barbarities in lreland 
ve not furnished an example. There is no 
form of retaliation to which despair or mad- 
may resort for which English cruelty in 
reland is not exclusivelv responsible.

The ownership of the remainder, generally 
acquired by force or fraud, has been retained 
in the hands of the ravenous monopolists, 
who annually drained the country of its 
money in the form of rents, no portion of 
which goes back to the Irish people. In ad- 
dition to this an iniquitous system of taxa-

English law for protection of prop- 
erty in Ireland has been a lance to make Ire- 
land bleed at every pore for the benefit of the 
heartless landlord and English manufacturer.

DUBLIN, April 27. — The trial of Michael 
Fagan for the murder of Burke was contin- 
ued this morning. The case for the defense 
having closed, Judge O’Brien charged the 
jury. His remarks were to the effect that 
the testimony given by the informer against 
the prisoner has been fully confirmed by that 
of other witnesses. The Judge having fin- 
ished the charge, the jury retired, and after 
a short deliberation returned and announced 
they had found a verdict of guilty against 
the prisoner. On being asked if he had any- 
thing to say why sentence should not be 
passed upon him, Fagan protested his inno- 
cence. -He declared he was a@ Fenian and 
would die one. The Judge then sentenced 
him to hang Msy 28.

DvuBLIN, April 27.—A printer named Gib- 
ney, arrested here for connection with the 
conspiracy to murder, was arraigned to-day, 
together with Eugene Kingston, who was ar- 
rested recently in Liverpool onacharge of 
conspiracy to murder.

ILLINOIS LEGISLATURE, 


Catting Down the Appropriation Bill— 

Proceedings in Both Houses, 

Ry Teiegraph tothe Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, ILL., April 27.—The Senate 
seemed in a state of uneasiness from the 
start, although business went on briskly. 
Several committees reported on a couple of 
dozen bills, at least bhaif of which met 
with sudden death. The rest went to a sec- 
ond reading. The hard road bill was the 
first on the calender and while amend ments 
were under consideration, it was post- 
poned to next Wednesday, and the 
Carbondale Bond resolutions came up as 
the special order. Senator Lemma, the 
author, explained the nature of the resolu- 
tion and it was adopted. In executive ses- 
sion, the rules Of secrecy being suspended, 


the Senate confirmed G. A. Fair- 
banks, trustee of the Southern Nor- 
mal School. In open session Senator 


Marshal! introduced and had referred a reso- 
lution instructing the Attorney-General on 
behalf of the State, to 
eee ee against the Kankakee 
mnprovement Company, touching their fran- 
chise only, leaving their water power 
untouched. The Senate bill making LaSalle 
county @ county of the second class passed. 
The Senate rules were suspended and the 
bill providing forthe organization of road 
districts, ete., in counties not under town- 
ship organization was taken up. The read- 
ing of the bill oceupied half an hour, 
during which time the Senators indulged in 
a good-bye hand-shake and preparations for 
leaving on the noon trains, the motion 
to adjourn to Monday atternoon 
having prevailed in the morning.

FORENOON SESSION. 
If there are any May corn shorts who still be- 
lieve there will be heavy deliveries on next Tues- 
day, they will probably receive a surprise party 
then. There are probably 2,000,000 bushels of No. 
2corn here now. About half of this is held on 
the East side, where it commands a premium of 
%@%y%c over that onthis side; and Eastern rail 
shippers are eagerly buylng these East side re- 
ceipts at this premium. It is hardly possible then 
that this East side corn will be delivered, es- 


pecially as the principal holders themselves are 
shipping it out as fast they can. During the last 
Week 700 cars of this corn has been sold to Liv- 
erpoo!l and is being loaded now to go by rail to 
the seaboard. Of the corn on this siae it is 
learned that 600,000 bushels is in the hands of 
oue house, who will carry it into June, having 
made all arrangements to do so. T 


This leaves 
about 500.000 bushels to be delivered on May 1. 
Chis is being reduced by shipments, and there is 
aprobabiilty that not near this amount will be 
here on Tuesday. 150.000 busheis is now being 
loaded into barges to go to New Orleans. It is 
pietty sure that little. if any, oats will be 
delivered in May. There is only a stock 
of between 80,000 and 90,000 bu No.2 here, and 
this is held by houses who are not short on the 
market. Itis learned from good authority that 
ine shortage for May is fully 600,000 bu, of which 
half is owing to one house. Wheat, however, will 
go around freely on the first. The stock of No. 2 
red Wheat bere Is about 650,000 bu, and probabil 
nearly all of it will be delivered. One house hold- 
ing over 400,000 bu will deliver ali of their’s, This 
Wheal will pot goto a few parties, as will be the 
cuse Willi corn, but will be scattered around. The 
parties who will receive it have it bought for 
couutry customers, and whether the country will 
care lo Carry such a heavy load as cash wieat re- 
mains lo be seen,——Por 4 loug time past there 
have been no eomplaints directed against St. Louis 
tegaiding shuit weigils in graib, bul, on tue co.- 
trary, the country bas uniformly expressed great 
satisfaction with the weights ibey have received

lunches high and in good condition, very dense and 
tuick; but from Callfornin west to Sedalia the as- 
pect Was quite different, and the fields looked 
thin in spots. At Sedalia be drove thruugh a few 
fieids which looked pretty fair, standing rather 
thin, and some ingepotsand avoutthree to fvuur 
inches high, but favorable weather might turn it 
outali rigut. At dheli City he thought wheat was 
rather thin and backward; would raise two-thirds 
ofa crop; stl, siand was fair enough there. All 
the way downto Ft. Bcott, Osage Mission and 
Parsons, in Kansas, wheat stands very 
thin and /eparsely, in large spots, and 
very low in beight, not much higher than oats. A 
large quautity plowed over, some fields partly 
and some entirely. The entire country beiween 
Sedalia and Parsons has nethada single spring

The poor animals are dying by the 
score. It is a most insidious disease, and in 
a majority of instances a horse is ready to 
die before his physical condition betrays the 
presence of the malady. Worst of all, the 
poison exhaled by glandered horses has been 
known to affect human beings. There are 
authenticated cases. of men dying from a 
disease resembling glanders, and known to 
have been contracted from sick horses. 
THE MAYOR AND THE COUNCIL. 

In distributing the functions of Federal 
Government the appointing power is en- 
trusted, for obvious reasons, to the Chief 
Executive alone. To check an abusive exer- 
cise of this power and to protect the public 
service from the appointment of incompe- 
tent and dishonest officials, the power to 
confirm or reject executive nominations is 
entrusted to the Senate. The accepted 
theory of the Senate’s connection with ap- 
pointments, therefore, is that its veto power 
is to be exercised only for the assignable 
reason that the nominee is personally incom- 
petent, unworthy of trust by reason of his 
bad character, or lacking in legal qualifica- 
tions. To reject an executive nomination 
for any other reason is conceded to be an 


abuse of trust and an _ usurpation 
of executive functions very demoral- 
izing to the Senate itself and very 


injurious to the public service. The 
primary object in the apportionment 
of powers is to make the executive alone re- 
sponsible for the exercise of the appointing 
power, and when the Senate’s power to re- 
ject or confirm is used to control appoint- 
ments in the interest of mere party or fac- 
tion, or to reward friends and punish ene- 
mies for private reasons, public opinion 
strongly condemns such action as a breach 
of trust. 

The same rules apply to the Mayor and 
Council of the city as to the President and 
Senate of the United States in this respect. 
The members of the Council are doing only 
their duty when they refuse to confirm an 
appointment for publicly assignable reasons 
affecting the interest of the whole city in the 
qualifications and moral fitness of the nomi- 
nee. But when the Council rejects nomi- 
nees without daring to question the 
ability and fidelity with which they 
would serve the public, and when 
Councilmen combine and use their authority 
for the purpose of controling the appointing 
power as ameans of wreaking political re- 
venges or toapportion offices and spoils us 
so much political truck trade, they are en- 
croaching upon the executive power, they 
are violating a sacred public trust and they 
are sacrificing the public interest to sordid 
personal motives which can never influence 


the majority of the City Council can give 
some reason for their rejection of the 
Mayor’s nominations they must submit to be 
looked on as mere disturbers of order who 
are willing to sacrifice the public welfare to 
private and secret motives.

PENSIONS FOR TEACHERS. 

A bill to provide for the retirement of 
the public school teachers of New York 
City on pensions from a fund to be 
maintained by a tax on teachers’ salaries is 
pending in the New York Legislature. A 
petition in behalf of the bill was signed by 
2,000 of the 3,500 teachers of that city, but 
many of the signers have on further consid- 
eration of its provisions gone over to the op- 
position, and the prospect is that the meas- 
ure will fail for want of support from the 
teachers themselves. 

In the first place it is objected that a tax 
on the salaries of young teachers to provide 
retiring pensions for old teachers who have 
served twenty-five years will compel the 
young teachers to contribute to a fund in 
the benefits of which but few of 
them will ever share. Moreover, to be 
sufficient, the tax will have to be 
very onerous, and it is feared that the 
existence of a pension fund, however in- 
adequate, will prove a most available pretext 
for a reduction of salaries. One of the 
strongest arguments for the bill is the 
proposition that the systematic creation of 
even a small pension fund for teachers will 
lead to the liberal endowment thereof by 
gifts and bequests from wealthy men. 
President HuntTER, of the Normal College, 
prefers a voluntary Teachers’ Mutual Benefit 
Association, and is opposed, on principle, to 
pensioning teachers froin a fund collected by 
taxation. He holds that the prospect of a 
pension will remove the necessity of layiug 
up for a rainy day, and at the same 
time tend to such a reduction of salants, 
that the most provident teacher could lay 
up nothing. He thinks that teachers, like 
other people,should be allowed to earn some 
thing more than a bare subsistence and 
should depend on their own self-denial and 
provident care for support in old age. 

We presume-that in the future, as in the 
past, the best work done for mankind will 
earn the poorest pecuniary rewards, and 
that the people who devote their lives to the 
humble but necessary work of the teaching 
of children will continue to earn but menial 
fare in their best days, and be doomed to 
dependent pauperism in their declining 
years. MAURICE STRAKOSCH, discerning 
the bud of promise in his little sister-in-law, 
ADELINA PATTI, abandoned his own bright 
artistic careexy, and devoted all his energies 
and talents and earnings for fifteen 
years of thevery harvest time of his 
own life tothe culture of her artistic gifts 
and the development of a brilliant career for 
her. We believe heis now a broken-down 
old man, earning a bare living by giving 
piano lessons, while PaTT1 is dividing her 
wealth between a mouldy old Marquis who 
never shared his title with her till she had 
both wealth and fame, and a handsome 
tenor whois another woman’s husband and 
the father of a deserted wife’s children.

ETHICS OF THE DUST. 
The idea has been suggested among the 
patrons of one or two of the street car lines 
in the city to take up a subscription to 
enable the companies to sprinkle the tracks 
from end toend. At some points on some of 
the lines the liberality and self-interest of 
the property-hoiders causes the tracks to be 
sprinkled free of charge, but even with this 
assistance the companies are too poor to go 


the impression that the compensation paid 
by England for the damages done by the 
Alabama has some connection with the 
question of our liability for damages result- 
ing from dynamite conspiracies against Eng- 
land formedin the United States. 

Just at present the question has not reach- 
ed that stage. The English press and people 
have begun by demanding the extradition of 
citizens of this country and denizens residing 
here to be tried in England under special 
laws which are in themselves subversive of 
justice. This is as preposterous as if we 
should have demanded the surrender of the 
Lairds of Birkenhead, the builders of the 
Alabama, the subscribers to the Confederate 
loan and all others engaged in the enterprise 
to have them tried by one of Secretary STAN- 
TON’S court-inartials. 

In the second place public sentiment in 
England demands that we in the United 
States should allow England to dictate what 
freedom of speech shall be tolerated in this 
country and what speech shall be suppressed. 
This is, if possible, more preposterous than 
the demand for the extradition of men who 
are not even charged with crime. 

The question of damages for dynamite 
outrages is quite another question, which, 
perhaps, it will be time to settle when dyna- 
mite outrages have been committed. But, 
inasmuch as the English Government, which 
seemed to havea life and death interest at 
atake In the matter, was not able to prevent 
the manufacture of large quantities of illegal 
dynamite in Birmingham, it will hardly be 
seriously contended that this country 
is held bound to do more for Eng- 
land than England has done for 
herself, and suppress conspiracies that are 
not proved to exist. 

We would advise the friends of England 
not to make their cause any weaker than it 
is by starting unfounded and indefensible 
“claims.” When England shows a disposi- 
tion to remove the cause of the disorders 
and to do something for the peace and wel- 
fare of Ireland it will be able to count se- 
curely on the good will and assistance of the 
United States. If thatisof any value it is 


better not to destroy or to alienate it at the

to the enormous expense involved in putting 
a tank on wheels and making two trips 
along the line each day. As the street car 
companies are notoriously poor, while the 
people who ride in the cars are rolling in 
wealth, it has naturally occurred to the 
dust-choked passengers to come to their 
relief, and estimates are now being made 
of the cost of the service. 

Itis roughly estimated that a tank on 
wheels traveling atthe rate of six miles an 
hour, and allowing one-half the time for 
return trips, could sprinkle six miles of track 
with a day’s service of two horses and a 
driver. As six miles is rather more than the 
average length of track, the cost to a railroad 
company would be about $5 a day, and of 
course it is idie to think of any corporation 
squandering this amount of money merely 
to keep its passengers comfortable, its cars 
clean, its live stock in good condition and its 
employes decent. This would be asking too 
much change for a sixpence, and nobody ex- 
pects the railroad to do it. 

But on every street railroad there are 
every day ten thousand passengers who 
choke and cough and swear at the dust, 
whose clothes are ruined, whose decency 
is outraged, whose self-respect is impaired 
by the searching, penetrating, blinding 
clouds of dust that are swept into the cars, 
and they would rather tax themselves as 
much as one-tenth of acentaday to abate 
the nuisance. They would cheerfully bear 
the cost and present the poor corporations 
with nickei-plated sprinklers rather than 
stand the annoyance al! through the sum- 
mer, and we look io see the passengers them- 
selves uniting ina proposition to furnish 
that relief which it would be idle to expect 


from the corporations.

All of a sudden his finan- 
cial bottom dropped out, the Opera-house 
walls crumbled away and a stranger came to 
live in the house which he had built for him- 
self in Clifton, For several years he was 
not heard of. Suddenly he flashed upon the 
Western world as a daring speculator. He 
is a cool man with an inflexible purpose, and 
if be lives long enough he will doubtless 
make and lose a half-dozen fortunes. It may 
be remarked that Mr. HANDy is engaged in 
building another private residence in the 
suburbs of Cincinnati, which was designed 
to cost $100,000. His misfortune will doubt- 
less afford another rich man a chance to 
occupy a fine house at a bargain.

STORAGE OF ELECTRICITY. 


Prof. Morton Describes a Cubic-Foot 
Battery Weighing Highty Pounds, 
From the New York bun. 

Prof. Henry Morton of the Stevens In- 
stitute of Technology gave last night the re- 
sult of experiments to demonstrate the 
practicability of using electricity as a mo- 
tive power. He said an electric current 
might be made in actual practice to operate 
a horse-car, or any other kind of machinery. 
He had used asa basis of his experiments 
the improved Sellow-Voickman accumulat- 
ors, aud the tests w. ich he had applied to the 
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little machines were of the most practical! 
character. Each battery was contained ina 
box of one cubic foot, and che force of one of | 
them couid propei a car from one end of New 
York City to the other. If the battery's | 
energy could be applied to lifting itself up it | 
wouid be abie to liftitseif over four miles 
high. ‘The accumulaturs were made at the 
works of the Electrical Power Company of 
London. 

The battery consists of plates each made 
up of a fine lattice work of metallic lead, fill- 
edin with a porous mass, which has in each 
alternate plate either metallic lead, or the 
black peroxide of lead. Each cell would 
yield a continuous current of about thirty- | 
two amperes for nine hours, with an electro- 
motive force of about ten and two-' 
tentns vuits. This quantity of current would 
supply forty-four of Mr. Edison’s incandes- 
cent lamps of sixteen Jamp power, and its 
intensity wouid make it necessary to employ 
only hfty of the ceils to obtain sufficient 
electro-motive force to overcome the resist- 
ance of such lamps. The entire weight of 
each cell ready tor work iseighty pounds 
and thus, as a simple rule, it mignt be stated 
that for each light of sixteen candies tor one 
hour ten pounds of battery should be used. 

It was, however, pointed out that the bat- 
tery in many cases would only be required to 
act as a regulator, not storing the eutire 
amount of eiectricity used, but only taking 
up a temporary excess and providing fora 
similar deficiency. Under such conditions it 
would out need to have the capacity to sup- 
ply wore than one ur two hours of current, 
and nearly ali the current during normal 
workiug wou.d go directiy from the dynamo 
machine, the fluctuations or momeltary 
stoppages only being taken care of by the 
battery. 

Kegarding the use of the battery as a mo- 
tive power, Prot. Murtou said that tis 
measurements showed that each eighty- 
pound battery contained energy equal to 
about 1,800,000 foot-pouuds, or one horse 
power for one hour. ‘There could be nv duubt 
vf the utility of the batteries. He had him- 
self established this by piacing sume cells in 
his house ald using them to operate electric 
lamps in his rooms. in three months the 
battery had to be recharged but four times. 
Prof. Morton said thatthe cost of the ma- 
chimes would be aimost intinitesimal as com- 
pared with the cost of horses. The main- 
tenance of the batteries wuuld cost only 
turee-fourths of a ceut for every recharge.
